San Jurjo, leader of a short-lived 
revolt 
against 
the 
republic,

brought a captive to M adrid T h u rs­ 
day night for trial while rioting 
mobs in Seville took their venge­ 
ance on m onarchist sym pathizers. 
Dressed in civilian clothes the 
short and burly general, form erly 
known as one of the bravest m en in 
Spain. was spirited to police h ead ­ 
quarters 
here by M ajor A rthuro 
Menedez Lopez, national director 
of public safety. 
G eneral to Pace Court 
Shortly afterw ard Prem ier M anuel 
Azana announced th a t the general 
and all other officers and civilians 
connected with the revolt would be 
tried by the sixth section of th e su­ 
prem e court. 
T his tribunal is de­ 
voted to m ilitary affairs. 
T he prem ier’s decision’ followed 
upon conferences with other m em ­ 
bers of the cabinet, in which th e 
consensus showed a desire to g ra n t 
the rebels a maximum of consti­ 
tutional guarantees. 
I t was a de­ 
parture from custom in Spain, where 
m ilitary courts-m artial were held 
for all form er revolters, including 
President Niceto Alcala Zam ora and 
other members of the present regim e 
who were tried under th e m onarchy. 
Asks Route to Portugal 
G eneral San Jurjo, who com plain­ 
ed th a t “everybody abandoned me 
in my undertaking” after his revolt 
collapsed, was held incom m unicado 
at police headquarters here.

Harrisburg, Aug. 12 <AP).—Gov­ 
ernor Pinchot who is urging the 
state senate to investigate the re­

charges 
th a t he had accepted favors from 
public utility executives.
